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3, Arttl« ba8«8 are Aeaigned from a milltafy standpoint and with 
rbferenee to a strategic offensiye against the territories of the 
Ihited States and Canada, Besides the big aerUl bases, KtttsnjetzoT>8 
assistants are charged with equipping "floes* (drifting islands). These 
ire to be used as supplementary neteoro logical stations. They are also 
to proTide supplementary posts for mechanical deriees to detect submerines 
by an dltra^sonic system. Komerous exercises for training (Ineluding liaison) 
hare been carried out in the Arctic Ocean, Air squadrons from Tlksi and 
Torinitsk^ idiich constitute the two pivots of the Soviet polar front, have 
Joined ill these. 

6. The problems of enduring the cold and the training of specialized troops 
have not been neglected. Large-scale maneuvers are held every year in 
northern Siberia, and a period of winter training is compulsory for pertic- 
ipating units. These maneuvers nay involve as many as twelve to fifteen 
divliions at once. The military worka erected on the Chukosky Peninsula 
have more than a merely defensive character. Tarious forced laborers, who 
have now been set free, say that a great many launching ramps have been 
built. These are adapted to the use of guided missiles. They are aimed 
toward Alaska.
